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State to install light at 
Gould Road/Route 125 


By Don Staruk 

The state is moving ahead on 
its promise to install a traffic 
light at the intersection of Gould 
Road and Route 125, but it will be 
at least another 10 months before 
construction is actually started 
on the signal project. 

“With luck, we could be out 
there next summer if everything 
goes well,” Sherman Eidelman, 
area district highway director 
for the state, said this week. 

Gould Road-area residents 
have been pushing for lights at 
the intersection for years, but 
renewed their efforts in the wake 
of a crash that injured five 
Andover residents there Dec. 5, 
1994. After a meeting of town, 
state and highway officials last 
December, Steve Colyer, 
Andover planning director, pre- 
dicted that in a best-case sce- 
nario the lights could be 
installed in 12 to 18 months. But 
that was only if there are no sig- 
nificant delays for lane changes 
or land takings, he said. 

Mr. Eidelman said this week 
that the fifth road in the intersec- 
tion, Harold Parker Road, and 
wetland concerns complicated 
design plans. They also made the 
project more expensive. Then 
there was a funding problem, he 


said. 

“Unfortunately, this kind of 
fell through the cracks,” Mr. 
Bidelman said. 

But thanks to the involvement 
of local residents and local 
legislators — “the squeaky wheel 
gets the oil,” Mr. Eidelman said — 
money has been found for the 
project, he said. 

“They are going to assign it to 
a design contractor,” Mr. Bidel- 
man said. 

Mr. Eidelman said it could be 
six to nine months before the 
state advertises for a construc- 
tion contractor. 

Sen. John O’Brien Jr., D- 
Andover, and Rep. Gary Coon, R- 
Andover, both lobbied the state 
for the lights on behalf of area 
residents. Jay Weiner, of 3 
Mohawk Road, has also written 
letters to the state and town to 
keep the project moving, accord- 
ing to Mr. Colyer. 

The state completed traffic 
studies earlier this year and a 
consultant performed a scope 
study to give engineers an idea of 
what the project will involve. 
Mr. Colyer sent a letter and 
copies of town wetland maps to 
state engineers last week. He 
urged them to continue moving 
on the project.

Decides not to hire consultant on ‘buildable’ question 


By Neil Fater 

At least for the time being, the School 
Building Committee has decided it won’t 
hire a consultant to determine whether the 
Andover High School plans are buildable. 
The question for at least one resident is 
when did the committee decide this. 

Thursday, Sept. 7, Jim Marsh, building 
committee chairman, asked the committee to 
vote on whether the request to hire a consul- 
tant (known as an RFP, or request for pro- 
posal) “should be put on hold.” The commit- 
tee did so that night. 

But Tom Deso, a Summer Street resident, 
said state records show the RFP was already 
canceled from the central register, where 
such advertisements are placed. Mr. Deso 
wanted to know who did this and what was 
the point of taking a vote if the request had 
already been taken off the central register. 

“For the record we're taking it off,” said 
Mr. Marsh. 

Mr. Marsh and Sharman Lappin, the 
town’s project manager, then called the RFP 
in the central register “a draft.” 

“There was an RFP that was canceled,” 
said Mr. Deso, holding a copy of the cancella- 
tion. “You’re now voting to cancel it, but it 
was already canceled by someone.” 

Asked about the motivation for wanting

The building committee and Ms. Lappin 
huddled with town counsel, the High School 
architects, and a lawyer representing the 
architects for approximately two hours Aug. 
28. They met to discuss litigation involving 
Stone-Congress, the Andover High contrac- 
tor that is suing the building committee and 
the architects for $1.7 million, because the 
contractor does not believe the architects’ 
plans are buildable. The architects maintain 
there is nothing wrong with their plans.

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Credit granting decisions made in relation to risk 


Once upon a time, when people actual- 
ly paid cash for products and services, 
you had to ask, “Do you accept (fill in the 
blank: Visa, MasterCard, Discover, 
American Express, Diner’s Club, etc.)?” 
Now it’s a given. 

Today, many people carry only 
enough money in their wallets to make it 
to the next automated teller machine. 
They purchase gasoline, clothing, eye 
exams, vacations, groceries, concerts, 
office supplies — virtually everything — 
with credit cards. Plastic has evolved 
into the currency of choice. 

Yet credit remains elusive and myste- 
rious. How do lenders decide whether to 
give you a credit card or loan?

Potential creditors review credit 
applications primarily in relation to 
risk. It doesn’t matter how civic-minded 
you are or whether you're kind to ani- 
mals.

TRW said lenders consider informa- 
tion such as your income, level of educa- 
tion, how long you've lived at your pre- 
sent address, what kinds of assets you 
have, the balances in your checking and 
savings accounts, your promptness in 
paying bills, how long you've been work- 
ing at the same company, and how much 


you owe other creditors. 

All of these factors fit into three cate- 
gories: character, capacity and credit. 
The three Cs 


Credit grantors develop a feeling of 


your character through such objective 
factors as length of residency and 
employment. They get this information 
from your credit application. 

Depending on the lender, type of loan 
and loan amount, the lender may inde- 
pendently verify details on your applica- 
tion.

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history — one with virtually no late pay- 
ments, unpaid bills, repossessions, 
accounts turned over to a collection 
agency, legal judgments, liens or 
bankruptcies — before granting credit. 

When deciding whether to grant a 
loan, all lenders make a judgment about 
each applicant’s character, capacity and 
credit. However, they use different crite- 
ria and make distinct decisions based on 
individual experiences as lenders.

dachshund named Trixie. 

Now she will add ABC tutor to her impres- 
sive list of accomplishments. 

A Better Chance is a program that brings 
successful minority students from cities into 
suburbs like Andover to live and attend 
school. Andover ABC representatives believe 
Ms. Reid’s experience will -help. her_identify. 
with what students are going through adjust- 
ing to life in predominately-white Andover. 

“T think the experience that I’ve had in 
working in a predominantly white male set- 
ting has exposed me to the challenges and 
sometimes problems with that setting,” said 
Ms. Reid. 

“Sometimes in life it’s nice to talk to some- 
one who is like yourself and has had the 
same experiences. I can talk with the stu- 
dents and sympathize but I won’t be able to 
empathize,” said Susan Bourland, Andover 
ABC vice-president. “Tina’s older, she’s kind 
of seen it all. She’s also very calm and I think 
she would be very reflective.” 

While Ms. Reid may have seen it all, unfor- 
tunately she cannot hear as well as she once 
did. 


After she graduated from college in 1956, 
Ms. Reid began her first job, studying 
rheumatoid arthritis at Johns Hopkins Medi- 
cal School in Baltimore. Working as a 
research chemist, Ms. Reid was stationed 
near an ultrasonic centrifuge. Although she 
did not know it, the machine was slowly 
damaging nerves in her ear. 

In fact, Ms. Reid was a couple of years 
removed from that job before she noticed her 
hearing deteriorating. It was not until three 
years later that she used her first hearing 
aid. 

It is because of this hearing loss that Ms. 
Reid now travels everywhere with Trixie, 
her hearing dog. According to Ms. Reid, Trix- 
ie is trained to identify about 12 sounds, such 
as a telephone ring and an alarm clock. 

“They’re not supposed to bark ever, 
although Trixie doesn’t think this applies to 
her,” Ms. Reid said with a big smile. “With 
the alarm clock, she jumps up on the bed and 
makes a great show of licking me until I get 
up.” 

Three days a week this year, Trixie will 
awaken Ms. Reid so she can travel the 62 
miles from her Charlton home to Andover. 
But this distance is not a problem, said Ms. 
Reid. 

“When I was working for the agency I 
used to commute 75 miles one way,” she said, 
“so anything less than 150 miles is a steal.” 
Working for the CIA 

The agency Ms. Reid refers to is one nor- 
mally referred to in purely capital letters — 
the CIA. 

Ms. Reid worked as a Washington, D.C., 
branch chief for several years, before decid- 
ing to put in for another assignment. She 
ended up as Boston’s station chief and was 
responsible for recruitment. By coming to 
Boston she also ended her commuter mar- 
riage and was again able to live with her hus- 
band who already was living in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

“T knew I wanted to become more involved 
with people than with things,” Ms. Reid said 
of the decision. Ms. Reid was first introduced 
to the ABC program while she was a CIA 
recruiter, she said. Also during that time, she 
said she decided to adopt a high school that

the CIA could help with science and technol- 
ogy. 

“We weren't trying to recruit high school 
kids (at Worcester South High School) or 
make them want to work for the agency but 
we wanted to create any excitement for sci- 
ence and technology. We always pushed the 
state of the art,” she said. 

Ms. Reid said the students “just wanted to 
know everything” about agency work and 
were taught about things such as secret writ- 
ing, overhead photography and map making. 

Her experience with the high-schoolers 
deepened her belief that she wanted to work 
with people, particularly young people. 

But when government downsizing hit the 
CIA, Ms. Reid was faced with a choice: 
Return to Washington or do something new. 

“I thought if I wanted to do something dif 
ferent this was the time to do it. Plus I had 
become used to living with my husband and 
wanted to continue to do that,” she said. “But 
it was an exciting career.” 

Ms. Reid moved on but continued working 
with young people, teaching and tutoring at 
her church and in Worcester colleges. Years 
before, Ms. Reid had created an upward 
mobility program that prepared those in 
“dead-end” Army jobs for college preparato- 
ry tests. Since that time she knew she 
enjoyed tutoring and dealing with other peo- 
ple. Tutoring, she said, kept her sharp. 

Then, one day her hairdresser, a Baptist 
woman, asked if she wanted to take religious 
retreat with her. “More out of curiosity than 
anything else,” Ms. Reid accepted. 

“T had sort of a conversion experience,” 
she said. “I felt that I was in the presence of 
the Holy Spirit. I didn’t see the burning bush 
and I wasn’t hit by lightning or anything like 
that but when I came home my husband said, 
‘What happened? You seem so different.’ ” 

Since then, Ms. Reid has enrolled in an 
Andover Newton Theological School masters 
program. As a result she will be doing her 
field work at West Parish Church, which 
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hooked her up with Andover’s young people,” said Ms. Reid. 
ABC program. 

Ms. Reid certainly will get her 
chance this year. She may also 
have more questions than even

This year Rosh 
Hashana begins at 
sunset on Sunday, 
Sept. 24, and Yom 
Kippur begins at 
sunset Tuesday, Oct. 
3. 

Literally, Rosh 
Hashana means the 
head of the year, or 
the beginning of the 
year. Rosh Hashana 
traditionally marks 
the creation of the 
world, which occurs 
during the Hebrew 
month of Tishri. 

In the Bible, Rosh 
Hashana is referred 
to as “a day of blow- 
ing the horn.” This 
horn, or shofar as it 
is known in Hebrew, 
is blown during the 
services. In ancient 
Israel, the ram’s 
horn was used to 
announce public 
events or to warn 
against impending 
danger. The shofar is 
sounded to proclaim 
God’s sovereignty. 
Its piercing sound is 
also a symbolic call 
for all people to 
repent. 

Repentance is 
really the essence of 
the season. Another 
name for these High 
Holy Days are “Days 
of Awe,” when all 
humankind stand 
before the Divine 
throne for judgment. 
It is an occasion for 
introspection and 
self-evaluation, and 
is a very serious and 
solemn time. 

Yom Kippur, or 
the Day of Atone- 
ment, is the climax 
of the 10-day period 
of repentance. The 
eve of Yom Kippur 
service is called “Kol 
Nidre.” This begins a 
fast that is to last 24 
hours. The fasting 
serves as a device to 
assist the righteous 
in obtaining forgive- 
ness, not only from 
God, but also from 
those the penitent

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Mary McGarry Morris: What makes her write?

reading any of Ms. Morris’ works, one can’t 
help but wonder, where do these characters 
come from? 

Mary McGarry Morris grew up in Rut- 
land, Vt. She says her characters emerge 
from the individuals she grew up with. “Like 
many writers, they come from the first voic- 


_es I heard, the first stories I knew,” she says. 


Although her characters are located in’ 
specific economic, intellectual, and psycho- 
logical positions, Ms. Morris believes that 
aspects of those characters can be found in 
everyone. “Despite these surface distinctions 
(financial status or educational background 
or family history), I see these types of charac- 
ters everywhere.” Including her hometown 
of Andover. 


Since 1976, Ms. Morris, 52, has lived with 
her husband, Michael, a lawyer, in a beauti- 
ful old house on Abbot Street, The house was 
once an Abbot Academy dormitory. 
Although all five of her children have grown 
up and moved out of the house, their pres- 
ence is a significant part of the warmth and 
peacefulness of the Morris home. Family pic- 
tures line the halls, windowsills and counter- 
tops. Her daughter’s school pennant is past- 
ed onto the refrigerator door and the art- 
work of her three grandsons hangs from a 
light above the kitchen table. 

Ms. Morris is petite and soft-spoken. 
Greeting a visitor, her gentle eyes and invit- 
ing smile reflect the tranquility of her home. 
With her small terrier, Andrew, in her arms 
(even the Morris dog is well-behaved), one 
can imagine cookies baking in the oven, 
flowers blooming in the garden. Today the 
house is completely silent except for the 
faint, elevator-type music playing in the 
background. It is fascinating that within this 
home, so comforting and full of love, lives a 
novelist whose work is at once touching, 
frightening and unrelenting. 


Ms. Morris grew up in Rutland as the old- 
est of four children. She began nurturing her 
creativity at a young age. Because her par- 
ents worked often, Ms. Morris says she had 
the time and space to use and expand her 
imagination. She believes that many writers, 
like herself, “probably had a lot of time to 
daydream as a child.” 

Ms. Morris says she never had a “moment 
of revelation” but knew from a young age 
that she was a writer. Although she started 
writing poetry and several short stories, she 
found she wanted to take her characters and 
stories further than those formats would 
allow. 


For many years, her writing played sec- 
ond fiddle to the demands of motherhood and 
her career as a social worker at the 
Lawrence Welfare Department. Although 
she found it easier to write in what Virginia 
Woolf termed “a room of one’s own,” both lit- 
erally and figuratively, Ms. Morris often 
found it necessary to write whenever and 
wherever she could (including at the kitchen 
table amidst the sound of her children’s voic- 
es). 


Her novels address the fears, failures and 
subtle triumphs of humanity. Her work has 
been compared to Charles Dickens, John 
Steinbeck, and, perhaps most accurately, 
Flannery O'Connor and Carson McCullers.

Her portraits are filled with raw honesty and 
rare insight. Her troubled characters are des- 
perate, frustrated, and self-deceived. They 
struggle to survive, hope to be saved, and, as 
Ms. Morris says, “maintain their fictions in 
an effort to protect themselves.” Ms. Morris 
exposes what her characters choose to keep 
hidden. 


She says she creates her stories and the 
voices that fill them in an effort at both 
human and personal exploration. “I think I 
write for the same reasons most writers do. 
It’s about finding out what you're trying to 
say, addressing certain questions you don’t 
understand but that need to be answered.” 


Songs In Ordinary Time is about the 
resilience of the American family. It is also 
about the importance of community in keep- 
ing the family together. Although Ms. Morris 
does not view all her characters as heroes, 
she is interested in the possibility of heroic 
acts. 

‘T’m looking for that aspect of heroism in 
my characters,” she says. “I’m particularly 
intrigued by those certain moments in time 
when one is given a decision to make, a deci- 
sion usually involving courage, and how peo- 
ple respond to those moments.” 

Ms. Morris says finishing a book is both a 
rewarding and trying time. It is often diffi- 
cult “to say goodbye to something that takes 
over so much of your life, your attention, 
your consciousness, really,” she says. “It’s 
not just yours anymore. Songs In Ordinary 
Time, with all its colorful and complex char- 
acters, and an ending that was very touching 
and emotional for me, was especially hard to 
say goodbye to.” 


Ms. Morris says there are costs of being a 
successful novelist. She acknowledges that 
“there’s an element of performance” in tour- 


ing, that-she’d rather do without. Although

Songs In Ordinary Time, 
which was released July 31, 
takes place in 1960 in Atkinson, 
Vt., a small town with deep ten- 
sions and dark shadows. It 
focuses on the Fermoyles, an 
impoverished and completely 
damaged family. Sam, the alco- 
holic father, is pitiful and irre- 
sponsible, Yet, as author Mary 
McGarry Morris explains, 
“Unlike most of the other char- 
acters, Sam knows who he is. 
He’s willing to admit every- 
thing about himself, not hide, 
which of course eventually 
becomes part of the problem for 
him.” 


Marie, the strong-willed and 
overworked single mother, is 
fierce with the ones she loves 
most.

Marie is a gripping 
woman, perhaps the most pow- 
erful character of the novel,

Alice is the oldest child of 
Sam and Marie. She’s a college- 
bound young woman who 
becomes involved with the local 
priest and is courted by a local 
thug, Blue Mooney. 

Norm is the 16-year-old “man 
of the house” who is weighed 
down by responsibility, insecu- 
rity and teen-age anxiety. 


And Benjy is the sensitive 12- 
year-old boy whose fear and 
passivity are as frustrating to 
the reader as they are to his 
family. 


Finally, there is Omar 
Duvall, a smooth-talking con 
artist who seduces Marie by 
promising her an escape from 
her misery, loneliness, poverty.

travel and promoting her books 
are necessary for her career, Ms. 
Morris often misses her home in 
Andover when she’s away. 


Ms. Morris says that, in the 
last year, she has had “any num- 
ber of false starts” on a new 
piece of work, which, she says, 
“is part of the process.” In the 
last several months, however, 
she thinks she has established a 


strong idea and set of characters 
from which to begin a new novel. 

“J think this is the one, 
because I find myself always 
going back to it when I go for my 
walks. It takes over my thoughts 
when I’m doing the dishes, at the 
grocery store, wherever.” 

Once again, Ms. Morris enters 
the world of her imagination. 
She says she always knew she 
was a writer.

ones. If you blindfold any of them, they 
won’t know which is the new one,” 
said Jim Heiberg, architect.

This editorial was written at midday 
Tuesday, and then re-written at the end 
of the day Tuesday, the day Andover’s 
public schools opened for the year. As of 
Tuesday morning, the staff of this news- 
paper had not been allowed to tour 
Andover High School. Finally, after days 
of requesting a tour, the Townsman was 
given one at the end of the day Tuesday. 

Also by the end of the day, we’d had a 
“all from an angry parent who said she 
had wanted a tour of Andover High dur- 
ing Monday’s orientation. She was told 
there was an open house in January. 
“January is not September, I’m a taxpay- 
er,” the woman complained. 

It’s difficult to complain about lack of 
access when you’re not sure who’s 
responsible for blocking the newspaper’s 
— and parents’ — entrance. 


We know that Jim Marsh, chairman 
of the School Building Committee, want- 
ed to keep the press out of the inside of 
the High School, although he finally vot- 
ed with the rest of the School Building 
Committee to allow access. We know 
that both newspapers that have ongoing 
coverage of Andover’s public schools — 
the Townsman and The Eagle-Tribune - 
asked several times to be allowed to tour 
and photograph the inside of the school. 
Several phone calls from this newspaper 
were not returned. 

The Townsman didn’t have trouble 
getting permission to photograph South 
School. 

But we came close to publishing this 

«week without giving our readers, who 
are Andover’s taxpayers, a look inside 
Andover High School because someone 
is trying to control what the public sees 
of the unfinished project there. 


The Townsman had to complain to the 
town manager to gain access to the High 
School. It seems someone is afraid the 
project will be criticized if people are 
allowed inside. That may be true, but 
criticism is to be expected with any large 
building project. Still, Andover residents 
are footing the bill for the renovation of 

“the High School and they, therefore, are 
entitled to a good look at what’s hap- 
pened there. 

The building committee as well as the 
project manager should allow reason- 


able access to parents, taxpayers and the . 


press, Blocking access only makes us 
believe someone has something to hide. 
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According to Ellen Parker, acting Andover High School principal, The Rock was not moved, 
although ledge was blasted from all around it.

way to handle it. I just know we have. 


to handle it. By reporting on it we’re 
saying we won’t turn our backs on it, 
it’s disgusting and someone should 
be held responsible for it.

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Patrolman Cronin’s 
wife protests the 
court's decision 


Editor, Townsman: 

I have been planning a letter to the 
Townsman for several months in order 
to thank the town for the wonderful 
support my husband received after his 
motorcycle accident last December, My 
husband is Andover’s Highway Safety 
Officer Bob Cronin. He was involved in 
a collision while responding to a call to 
a traffic accident. 

While traveling north on Route 28 
by Washington Park (with blue lights 
and siren on) a car driven by an elderly 
woman, traveling south made a left 
turn in front of him. Bob suffered two 
broken wrists on impact and further 
injuries after traveling 38 feet in the air 
over the top on the car. 

The calls and cards he received have 
been overwhelming. He got notes from 
people he met on the job as well as 
from people he has never met. He's had 
hand-made posters and beautiful cards 
from the school children of Andover. 
His first call in the hospital was from a 
student at St Augustine’s who was wor- 
ried about him. Both:the Townsman 
and The Tribune have kept in touch, 
keeping track of his progress. 
Although he expected to be back at 
work by mid-July, two surgeries on 
this right hand have delayed that until 
mid-fall. 

There was one area where the sup- 
port was noticeably lacking, the Essex 
County court system. The driver of the 
car contested the citation she was giv- 
en for an improper left-hand turn. At 
the hearing she admitted seeing the 
motorcycle with blue lights flashing, 
but she thought she could make it. The 
state police reconstructionist conclud- 
ed in his 10-page report “Unequivocal- 
ly, this accident would not have 
occurred had Ms. Lane simply stayed 
on her side of the roadway until the 
emergency vehicle passed as required 
by law...This action strongly suggests 
that Ms. Lane was simply not looking 
where she was going and her attention 
was directed elsewhere or her cogni- 
tive abilities are so diminished that 
she has become a hazard to the motor- 
ing public.” The judge found Ms. Lane 
“not responsible.” 

Do we, in Essex County, not have to 
yield to oncoming traffic, even if it is 
an emergency vehicle? Is where we 
have to go so much more important? 
No wonder Massachusetts drivers 
have the reputation they do, they are 
not held accountable. The traffic laws 
that Bob spends every day on the job 
enforcing, that he teaches at the 
schools in Andover, were not there to 
support him. What happened.., is it 
because we have no respect for emer- 
gency vehicles?... no respect for motor- 
cycles?... or do we give the benefit of 
the doubt to older drivers who perhaps 


should not be driving? (What, would, 


have happened if the other driver had 
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been a 19-year-old boy?) 

Someone said to me, “Oh, you can’t 
take someone’s license away, they will 
lose their independence.” What sort of 
independence did Bob have while I or 
his nurse washed his face, combed his 
hair, brushed his teeth, dressed him, 
fed him”and bathed him for three 
months? 

Actually, we consider ourselves 
lucky. We have wonderful friends in 
Andover, he is alive and will probably 
work as a police officer again. Howev- 
er, Ms. Lane is even luckier, she literal- 
ly walked away, but she was probably 
late for wherever she was going.

Worried about 
schools’ technology 


Editor, Townsman: 

David Birnbach’s criticism of the 
Andover school system’s slow progress 
in introducing new technology is well 
founded. [“David Birnbach: ‘Technolo- 
gy isn’t a priority in schools,’ ” page 1, 
Sept. 7.) Over the past year I have 
attended many meetings of the Ad-hoc 
Committee on Technology and partici- 
pated in several as an interested par- 
ent. While their deliberations appeared 
to be prudently cautious, they also 
were bureaucratically slow. 

The slow pace of introducing the 
new technology is largely due to two 
things — lack of budget and lack of 
focus, 

Regarding budget, it makes no sense 
at all to purchase several million dol- 
lars of new computer hardware and 
software without first preparing ade- 
quately for it. 

To adequately prepare, several new 
technicians and administrators must 
be hired to oversee installation, hard- 
ware and software configuration, train- 
ing of teachers, and continuing mainte- 
nance. This is in addition to the extra 
work needed to integrate the new com- 
puters into the curriculum, which real- 
ly must be done by existing personnel, 


The proposed math, science, and tech- 
nology coordinator position alone is 
woefully inadequate, 

Now, as I understand it, the bond 
monies cannot legally be used to pay 
for staff or other operational expenses. 
That money can only be used for capi- 
tal”purchases and consulting related to 
those purchases. 

With the yearly operations budget 
as tight as it is, how is the School Com- 
mittee going to hire the half dozen 
technical types that are needed? Until 
that question gets answered to every- 
one’s satisfaction, it would be foolish to 
spend the bond funds. 

Personally, I think the proportion of 
tax revenue split between the town and 
school system should be changed to 
increase the school budget. After all, 
the town has clearly chosen to put this 
technology into the schools. None of us 
wants to see it wasted, which is what 
will happen if the right people are not 
in place to manage it well. 

Regarding lack of focus, while most 
of the committee’s members were 
“believers” in the value of the technol- 
ogy, several appeared skeptical of its 
value. This is healthy since it keeps us 
all on our toes. However, in order to 
make progress at some point we have 
to stop tip-toeing around. 

The Ad Hoc Committee has spent a 
lot of time discussing the hows and 
whys of providing this new technology 
in purely educational terms. However, 
the educators who attended the meet- 
ings when I was present did not, them- 
selves, develop a coherent rationale for 
introducing the technology. This ratio- 
nale must be present in detail in order 
to convince the skeptics and get every- 
one going in the right direction. 

I believe it is the Ad-hoc Commit- 
tee’s mission to develop the detailed 
plan for the introduction and integra- 
tion of the technology into the schools, 
including any educational basis for 
doing it. This should be brought to the 
School Committee post haste. The 
School Committee would then have the 
justification for acquiring the addition- 
al money needed to implement the 
plan. The townspeople would then 
have to decide if they wanted to 
approve that budget to avoid wasting 
the bond monies which have already 
been approved.

Main Street, formerly the 
Essex Turnpike, was laid out in 1807-08 to 
connect Boston and the New Hampshire 
cities. Houses, like this one, were construct- 
ed in the predominating Federal style by 
established residents. In this case, Amos 
Blanchard, descendant of a founding family 
and graduate of Phillips Academy, bought 
this lot from South Church to be near his 
paper mill and later Andover Bank. 

The walk, about 90 minutes long, will fin- 
ish by going through The Park on Bartlet 
Street, then down Punchard Avenue. The 
Andover Historical Society is open Monday 
through Saturday, from 9 a.m to 5 p.m.

Discussing police details 


(Continued from page 1) 


Dr. Larsen and other board members rep- 
rimanded Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
at their meeting this past Monday night for 
making premature statements about the 
town’s possible use of civilians to direct traf- 
fic at road jobs. The state attorney general 
recently approved the use of civilians, but 
Mr. Stapczynski said last week he was not 
interested in changing the town’s policy of 
using police for those details. Roughly 20 
police officers attended Monday’s select- 
men’s meeting, but only spoke briefly to 
selectmen on the issue. 

“They were all concerned that we were 
going to do away with (road details) and they 
assured them we were not,” Mr. Stapcezynski 
said Tuesday. 

“We should leave here all knowing that 
we’re not going to use flagmen in place of 
policemen,” Selectman Jim Barenboim said 
he told his fellow board members and the 
officers Monday night. “That’s the end of the 
d@cussion as far as policemen versus flag- 
men. As far as I’m concerned, we’ve made 
the policy.” 

Selectman Barenboim is a former reserve 
police officer. 

Most members of the board said this week 
they do not favor the use of civilians in place 
of police, but that there are other issues with 
the road jobs, such as when and where 
details are required, which are worth dis- 
cussing. 

Dr. Larsen said they are separate issues — 
one of pay and one of the possible use of civil- 
ians.The pay rate, currently a minimum of 
$35 an hour for the details, is a contract issue 
ad should not be discussed outside of nego- 
tiations, according to at least three board 
members. But Selectman Bill Downs and Dr. 
Larsen agree that the town’s policy regard- 
ing who does the details and where they are 
used could and should be discussed. 

Dr. Larsen said the town should address 
the issue and form a policy that “is more 
broad based” and “proactive,” or he fears it 
-— 


may be decided at a town meeting without 
any real opportunity for input. 

“T happen to feel that police should be used 
for most... road details in Andover,” Dr. 
Larsen said. 

A lot of people resent the officers having 
the opportunity for the extra income, “but I 
don’t resent that,” he said. 

But he agreed that some people may feel 
civilians should also have the opportunity 
for that extra income. 

Dr. Larsen said selectmen should start the 
discussion and that he hoped any discussion 
of the issue could include police officers and 
residents. Mr. Downs said he thought it 
might be an issue for an upcoming executive 
session. But Mr. Downs wants the town man- 
ager to first do some research on costs and 
savings, what other communities are doing, 
and other specifics so board members would 
have some factual information to work with. 

Mr. Downs said he expects this issue may 
come up at the board’s next executive ses- 
sion, which could be at its next meeting on 
Thursday, Sept. 21. 

Would it save the town money? 

Contrary to statements that have been 
attributed to him, Dr. Larsen said, he does 
not see the use of civilians providing any 
great monetary savings for the town. 

Mr. Barenboim said the issue is one of 
safety, and that a civilian hired by a contrac- 
tor may not have the public’s best interest in 
mind. 

“T want someone who is going to work a 
road detail who has the safety of motorists 
and pedestrians as his main concern,” Mr. 
Barenboim said. 

If that means paying a little more, that’s 
fine with him, Mr. Barenboim said. 

Selectman Barry Finegold on Wednesday 
agreed with Mr. Barenboim on the safety 
issue. Mr. Finegold also said he would like to 
see a review of the policy regarding when 
details are required. The times or locations 
where details are required may be able to be 
reduced, and that could save money, he said.
